Judge Virlyn B. Moore: “By rea- 


gon of Mr. Inman’s wide and extensive | 
business experience, as well as his_ 


honesty and integrity, Fulton county 
was very fortunate in having him as 
one of its commissioners in charge of 
financial affairs. He will be sorely 
missed as a public-minded citizen, a 
conscientious official, and as a friend.” 

Judge E. D. Thomas: “Loss of Ed- 


ward H. Inman comes as a distinct | 
shock to the thousands of citizens of | 
this county who admired him as a’ 


true first citizen. As a friend and 
as a public-spirited official, we mourn 
his death.” 

Judge E. E. Pomeroy: “Mr. Inman 
was one of the fairest, most just and 
conscientious of citizens and officials. 
He was a true leader of men and wher- 
ever he was known there will be great 
sorrow and a feeling of loss.” 

“The passing of Ed Inman is irrep- 
arable,” sa Frederic J. Paxon, 
prominent businessman and close 
friend of Mr. Inman’s. 

John Carroll Payne, financial and 
civic leader, paid the following trib- 
ute: “We have lost, by the untimely 
death of our friend and fellow citizen, 
one whose place will not be filled by 
mere substitution of another. His per- 
sonality and judgment, sound advice 
and breadth of vision were of service 
impossible to weigh. He possessed in 


high degree what is termed moral 
courage.” 

“Not only is the loss to the institu- 
tion of which he was an executive a 
great one, but the loss personally of 
so lovable a character can never be 
adequately expressed,” said John K. 
Ottley, president of the First National 
Bank. 

Echoing the tribute already paid by 
Mayor James L. Key, former Mayor 
I. N.. Ragsdale stated: “Atlanta’s loss 
in Mr. Inman’s death is a deplorable 
one. While serving with him in coun- 
cil there was created an- admiration 
for his devotion to city, state and na- 
tion, and- for his interest in all things 
that would tend to make for the bet- 
terment of Atlanta.’ 

“He was aggressive and sought at 
every turn to protect the best inter- 
ests of Fulton county and the people 
he represented,” said Walter C. Hen- 
drix, chairman of the Fulton county 
board of commissioners. He had 
demonstrated an extraordinary capac- 
ity for public service in instances 
where he was not personally bene- 
fited.” - 

“Ed Inman will be greatly missed,” 
was’ the tribute of former Governor 
John M. Slaton. 

Edwin F, Johnson, Fulton county 
tax receiver, said: “Mr. Inman’s death 
is deplorable and Atlanta and Fulton 
county have lost an excellent citizen.”

oceurred. His other son, Hugh T. Ia- 
man, who was in Florida at the time, 
arrived in the city Thursday. 

A member of one of Atlanta’s most 
distinguished families Mr. Inman had 
attsined great prominence in the busi- 
ness, civic and political life of the 
city. As a member of city council and 
afterwards as chairman of the finance 
committee of the county board of com- 
missioners, a position he held until 
his death, Mr. Inman.was instrumen- 
tal in passing a number of effective 
reform measures, incltiiding the reduc- 
tions in the salaries of Fulton county 
department heads made early this 
year. He was elected to the board to 
suecved the late Captain George M.

Businessmen of this country are 
worried, but they are not yet con- 
vinced that any change in the eco- 
nomic order is necessafy, or that it 
would be for the welfare of the coun- 
try at large, said P. H. Callahan, of 
Louisville, Ky., manufacturer, Thurs- 
day night in speaking on the subject: 
“Analysis of Concrete Economic and 
Industrial Situations.” 

The four or five-day week cannot 
be effective if employers only are to 
suffer during the economic depres- 
sion, which they would do if obliged 
to pay a full week’s wages,” said Mr. 
Callahan. He added that the tariff 
had little to do with the business de- 
pression, and that the gold standard 
and scarcity of gold likewise had 
nothing to do with the misfortune. 
While 75 per cent of the profits of 
industry, finance and transportation 
are now going to 25 per cent of the 
citizens, if the 75 per cent of fhe 
profits were distributed to 75. per cent 
of the people, the purchasing power 
would have been extended anf pros- 
perity of a few years ago would still 
be here, he said. 

Barr. viee president of the 
American Cast Iron Pipe Company, 
who:was also scheduled to speak 
Thursday night, was. unable to be 
present. His paper, which described 
the operation of his company’s manu- 
facturing plant under the “Eagan 
Plan,” was read by A. J. Speer, of 
the same organization. 

“TI believe the soul of man today is 
hungeri.g for religion as never before 
in history,’ Mr. Edgerton said. “It 
cannot and never will be satisfied with 
a diet whose chief substance is other 
than love. That is what industry 
needs and wants most from the 
church, ‘and that is what the church 
can most helpfully give.” 

Deplorable economic conditions now 
affecting all nations were derived from 
remote causes, chief among which 
were bigotry and buck passing, Mr. 
Edgerton said. The world has gotten 
into. a very bad humor which makes 
more difficult the processes of broad, 
calm, unselfish consideration, and in 
such circumstances religion, pure and 
undefiled, has its golden opportunity 
of all the ages, and i that connection 
any education that is not religious in 
its nature is more of a liability to so-. 
ciety than an asset, he said. ' 


Industry .is in the best humor for 
its own important part that it has 
ever been in, as through the past sev- 
eral years the number of those in 
industry who regard their obligations 
as more important than their rights 
has been increasing very hopefully, 
Mr. Edgerton said. 

The depression has given institu- 
tions of higher education an oppor- 
tunity to serve the nation in helping 
to discover a way out of the present 
economic dilemma, said Mr, Matherly. 
Universities have greatly contributed 
to success of industrialism, but they 
have made few or no contributions to 
the indefinite extension of industrial- 
ism, he said. Although they have 
turned out thousands of graduates, 
they have not produced a sufficient 
number of socially minded economic 
leaders to save the United States from 
the present economic disaster, he add- 
ed. “If industrial civilization is to 
be maintained, comprehensive plan- 
ning of an international character is 
imperative, and colleges and_universi- 
ties should contribute in a large and 
comprehensive way.’ 

Visitors to the convention have been 
attracted in great numbers by. the 
elaborate book displays of leading pub- 
lishing firms arranged by booths in 
the church annex.

HOOVER A 
FLAVED BY WALSH 


Revival of Democratic- 
Insurgent Coalition 
Seen in Statement.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—(UP) 
A revival of the democratic-insurgent 
coalition’ which hampered the admin-

It was learned that the democrats 
are convinced enough that the present 
depression and unemployment will be 
prolonged through the coming winter 
to make the question of direct federal 
aid a live political issue, whether that 
issue is attractive to them or not. 
Operating on the theory that financial 
resources of local communities, which 
bore the brunt of relief work during 


to carry through the coming winter, 
some democrats have taken the view 
that direct federal aid will be needed. 
Hence they take the view it is good 
political strategy for their party to 
assume an aggressive attitude on this 
issue and put the administration on 
the defensive. 
Hints At Strategy. 

Walsh hinted at this strategy today, 
saying: 

“The president made a moving de- 
fense before the Red Cross convention 
a few days ago of his o pkg en to 
an appropriation from the treasury 
to that organization to help it out in 
the tremendous task it undertook to 
feed the hungry and clothe the naked 
during the winter. It was a great 
preservation of spiritual values, he 
thought, that reliance was placed upon 
the charitably inclined, though them- 
selves needy, and that the niggardly. 
though over-rich, were not compelled 
through taxation to contribute.” 

Recalling that Mr. Hoover, when 
he took charge of Belgian relief work, 
insisted upon “staggering sums” from 
the governments of France and Great 
Britain, Walsh continued: 

“The judgment of the world at that 
time was that the spiritual values 
treasured by the people of Great Brit- 
ain and France had been preserved 
rather than destroyed by this course, 
but perhaps what is one man’s meat 
is another man’s poison. Spiritual 
values are maintained on one side 
of the Atlantic by a course which 
destroys them on the other.” 

Walsh also cited the American gov- 
ernment’s contribution of $100,000.000 
in 1919 to feed starving populations 
in Europe under Mr. Hoover's lead- 
ership, and the $20,000,000 appropri- 
ation in 1921 for Russian relief. 

Democratic Bid Seen. 

Those inclined to speculate as to 
political motives saw in today’s move 
a democratic bid for support from 
the populous centers of industrial 
states in the 1932 campaign, on the 
assumption that demands for relief 
during the next winter will come from 
the large cities where the concentra- 
tion of unemployed is greatest. 

To the accompaniment of these po- 
litical repercussions to the president’s 
speech at its opening session, the Red 
Cross convention ended today with an 
appeal for a larger membership in 
order to permit continuation of its 
normal activities despite the drain 
imposed by drouth relief work.

Yandell Henderson it was who fair- 
ly flabbergasted. all.us old experienced 
doctors several years ago by announc- 
ing abruptly that the ancient rite of 
spanking the baby has nething to do 
with the establishment of. breathing. 
When Professor Henderson announced 
‘this startling scientific conclusion a 
lot of us older doctors dismissed it 
aS another instance of theory carried 
to absurb extremes. We medical men 
of wide experience and prosperous 
practice are inelined to take some 
such attitude toward scientific devel- 
opmeéents., But after all the. spanking 
ceremony is just another instance of 
post hoc ergo propter hoc—because 
so many babies have breathed and 
cried lustily after ‘the spanking we 
old doctors just assumed. they 
breathed and cried because of the 
spanking. That sort of re:asoning has 
worked much havoc in the world. It 
has led*to all the “schools,” schisms, 
cults and fads of healing; it has de- 
ceived humanity throughout the ages 
and misleads millions of our peeple 
today through the agency of the tes- 
timonial. 


I quoted Professor Henderson’s con- 
clusion here, and numerous medical 
friends commiserated with me for be- 
ing caught napping. They seemed to 
think the professor was just giving 
play to his imagination. But I had 
no such.delusions. I had a very un- 
comfortable suspicion that maybe the 
man was right—and I’ve’ spanked 
more newborn babies than I care to 
confess. For the ones that began 
breathing the treatment seemed quite 
effective—but for the ones that did 
not begin breathing it seemed cruel. 


Professor Henderson has proved sci- 
entifically—that is as different from 
post hoe propter hoc reasoning as 
day from night—that carben dioxide 
is the natural stimulant to breathing, 
and the little carbon dioxide in or- 
dinary air is not enough, nor is the 
larger proportion that is given to the 
air from the blood, in the lungs, in 
the case of the newborn infant.

PLANS OF CAROL 


BUCHAREST, Rumania, April 16. 
(/)—-King' Carol's plans for a concen- 
tration government were upset today 
by demands of small political parties

He installed 
“hot” tip spark plugs in all the cylin- 
ders, hoping to increase his speed, but 
found they caused a pre-ignition. 

Wood made one run with those 
plugs installed, but changed ack to 
the regular plugs when his speed 
dronped down to 102 miles an hour. 
The engines on that run missed badly. 

After considerable delay the veteran 
pilot made three other runs, two of 
which were slightly in excess of 105 
miles an hour and then announced he 
was through for the day. 

Shortly before Wood began his last 
three runs Mayor Anton J, Cermak, 
of. Chicago, who is vacationing here, 
called upon the veteran motor boat 
racer, and wished him luck in his 
trials. Wood showed Mr. Cermak his 
record-contending boat and also took 
him through his new and luxurious 
express cruiser tied up at the dock 
nearby. Mr. Cermak appeared ex- 
tremely interested in the craft. 

After making two runs early today 
Wood decided to install in his Miss 
America IX a tank of oxygen to be 
fed into the cylinders through the 
carburetors along with the gasoline. 
He said he believed the oxygen would 
cause a hotter explosion in the cy- 
linders and thus increase the power. 

He consumed one tank, containing 
120 cubic feet of oxygen in two runs, 
and later installed a second tank of 
the gas. He declined to say after 
his nine trials were completed whether 


he believed the oxygen had benefited.

Once during his trials Wood nar- 
rowly missed striking an express 
cruiser, carrying a party of. specta- 
tors, which had pulled out into the 
course almost directly on the racer’s 

ath. He shut off his engines quick- 
y, swerved the speeding craft to one 
side and completed his’ run at com- 
paratively slow speed.

RULERS OF SIAM 
TO ARRIVE TODAY 


VICTORIA, B. C., April 16.—())— 
The king of Siam, an absolute mon- 
arch, but also a sick man trying to 
get well, will arrive here tomorrow 
with his consort, Queen Rambhai, 
aboard the liner Empress of Japan. 

A message from the liner said the 
king was ill, The nature of his ifl- 


ness was not disclosed, but it was 
not believed to be serious. Plans 
for entertainment here were cancelled. 

The couple is traveling incognito 
as their royal -hignesses, the Prince 
and Princess of Sukhothai, on a visit 
to the United States in which King 
Prajadnipok seeks to regain his nor- 
mal eyesight by removal of a cataract. 

They will travel in private railway 
cars by way of Minnesota’s Twin Cities 
and Chicago to New York, at which 
they probably will arrive April 22. 

For two days the king will discard 
his incognito in Washington, D. C., 
to he received as the absolute ruler 
of a territory as large as Spain and 
Portugal combined, with 11,000,000 
subjects, but at the king’s request all 
pomp and parades will be omitted.
